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't be there: Maplethorpe 
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. On a norma) day the Antioch sewer plant is 
processing one-third more water 'than 
necessary, according to Antioch Sewer and 
Water SuptJTod Maplethorpe. 

He said that on a normal day the village 
pumps about 550,000 gallons of water and 
treats 700,000 gallons of water at the sewer 
plant. The excess is coming' from storm 
water through leaks and illegal hookups in 
the system. 

MAPLETHORPE is currently reviewing 



12 pages of computer printout sheets that 
pinpoint where storm water is leaking into 
the village's sanitary sewer system. 

The preliminary report has been prepared 
by a consulting firm and Maplethorpe is now 
working on locating the leaks and source of 
excess water either on private or public 
property. The final report from the con- 
sultants will include estimated costs of the 
repair work to the public property.

were spotted by the consulting firms when 
the sanitary sewer lines were inspected. 

The report shows breaks in the sewer lines, 
where manholes need to be grouted to plug 
holes, where suspected downspouts hooked 
into the system are located and where yard 
drains and garage drains hooked into the 
system are located. 

THE PUBLIC portion of the repair work — 
the sewer line repairs and manhole grouting 
— will be done by the village, Maplethorpe 
said, but this will not be done until next sum- 
mer.- 

Ho explained that grant money will be used 



for the public portion repairs, but that this 
grant cannot be applied for until. costs are 
determined. 

Also, the grant cannot be applied for until 
more information is provided by the Nor- 
theastern Illinois Planning Commission 
(N1PC), Maplethorpe said an industrial 
population equivalent figure is needed from 
NIPC to determine the size of plant ex- 
pansion, if needed, before the grant money 
can be applied for. He said he didn't know 
when NIPC would provide the necessary in- 
formation, adding that no public repairs of 
the sewer system would be done until at least 
next summer.
